MORE BLUE-BOOK ROMANCE, 
Mr.,Wm. Pearce of land board fame is 
\ again to the front, this time with a report 
upon the land claims of half breeds on the 
South Branch engaged in the late rebellion. 
The object of the report is to disprove six 
charyes which have been made against the 
government in regard to the administration 
of these lands. Mr. Pearce denies these 
charges as follows: Thatof the 258 settlers 
at the time of the outbreak not one was un- 
able to obtain patent for his land ; That not 
one of them lost an inch of improvements 
through subsequent survey; That 92 per 
cent. of the 285 had no rights as North-West 
half-breeds ; That not one settler of the dis- 
trict had an acre of land to which he hada 
right or had even preferred a claim sold over 
his head; That the timber dues were not 
burdensome ; and That the hay dues never af- 
fected them in the remotest degree. With 
such an ability for wholesale denial as Mr. 
Pearce displays in this statement it is a pity 
he did not go a little further and when deny: | 
ing that there was any cause for the rebellion 
deny that there ever was a rebellion. 
it is asserted that these half-breeds who for 
80 many years have been so peacable and law 
abiding plunged into war and its horrors 
without provocation, no greater stretch of 
public credulity is asked. If they did engage 
in war for the sake of mere rapine how blame- 
worthy must be the government which re- 
mits the punishment inflicted upon them for 
such ahenious crime. When a man of Mr. 
Pearce's ability-—in that particular line—sets 
out to prove or disprove any assertion, when 
he is possessed of all the facts to be sup- 
pressed or published as the exigency of the 
case way require, and when vo centrary evi- 
dence is admitted if he cannot make a good 
showing his case 1s weak indeed. Mr. Pearce 
is strony on denials, his weakness is in the 
proof, 
Keyarding statement No, 1 that no balf- 
breed had been unable to enter his land 
through the action or non-action of the pov- 
ernment, it appears that although the settle- 
ment was commenced in 1871 no entries were 
made until 1882 and the majority of those 
made not until 1884 while twenty only re- 
ceived notice—so Mr. Pearce says—that they 
could enter on March 6th, 1885. He saysa 
large number of them could have made entry 
at any time by conforming to the township 
survey. They dewanded a river survey as 
allowed in one of the South Branch 
parishes, at Prince Albert, Victoria, Fort Sas- 
katchewan, Edmonton, St. Albert and Battle 
river settlement, and to which they were as 
well entitled. He says they could not ex- 
pect @ re-survey for their sesemmonstion, | 
but such a survey Was made at St. Albert 
with the best results. Entry could not be 
made in the One parish surveyed into river | 
Jote on account of an Indian reserve in the | 
rear until March Gth, 1885. | 
Statement No, 2%, that there was no loss of 
improvenients owing to survey. In view of 
the almost total imposmability of accommodat- | 
ing any system of survey to irregular claims 


taken up previously, and the further fact 
that in all but St. Laurent parish the survey 
had no relation whatever to the claiias taken 
this statement may safely be set down ase 
gratuitous falschood. But besides the report 
states that at the time of writing—December 
18th, 1855—a traverse was being made to sct- 
tle some claims in regard to feasovementa | 
which had not been settled previously.

cases Mr. Pearce has not alluded to or there 
has been some terribly hard lying on the part 
of the police sud militia departments, and 
the fighting capacity of our active force must 
be rated away below par. It looks as though 
out of say 500 settlers Mr. Pearce picked out 
the 258 whose cases would best suit his pur- 
poses. 

Statement No. 4, that no settler had his 
land sold over his head, is rather contradict- 
ed by the later evidence given by Mr. Bur- 
geass on the Prince Albert colonization com- 
pany, who testified that portions of the half- 
breed parishes had been included in thegrant 
to the colonization society. No doubt if Mr. 
Pearce were speaking of Edmonton he would 
aay the same thing, although at least one 
settler here has been notified that he must 
apply to the colonization company for the 
land covered by his original improvements 
made before survey and before the existence 
of the company. 

Statements Nos. 6 and 6 that the wood and 
hay dues were not onerous as the settlement 
only paid $80 in the way of wood tax and no- 
thing for hay isa very fair specimen of Mr. 
Pearce’s style of argument. When the Cana- 
dian government passesa law most oppressive 
in its nature and despotic in its action, be- 
cause the half-breed chooses to take the risk 
of disreyarding it therefore he has no cause 
of complaint fagainst it. If these people 
paid no timber dues, under that law at any 
time the timber agent from Prince Albert 
might have seized every building, wood-pile 
and fence rail they had and doubtless can- 


When | celled some of their few homestead entries 


besides, while at the same tite cireumstan- 
ces were such that to observe the law was 
almost an impossibility. Such a law may be 
fun to the government and its otticials tonold 
as a terror over the unfortunate settler but 
itis anything butfuntohim. The hay tax 
placed the settler as completely at the mercy 
of the government or the whim and caprice 
of its officials as the wood tax, and as such 
was not likely to be quietly submitted to by 
men accustomed to freedom from all such 
restraints. 

Jt was not any one of these things that 
caused the rebellion nor simply their sum. 
It was the sense of wrong to which they gave 
rise, The feeling that the doors of justice 
were shut. That these were only the begin- 
ning of wrongs for which there was to be no 
redress. This it was that in 1884 caused Riel 
to be sent for and in 1885 caused the half- 
breeds to take up arms. And in fostering 
this feeling, that justice was being and to be 
dedicd, that no appeal except to force was of 


any use, no man--not even Riel himself— |

Jas JOHNSTONE who returned from a trip 
to Scotland on Tuesday of last week, accom-
